The South Carolina Advisory Committee to the U.S. Commission on Civil Rights announces its 

forthcoming study of the impact of civil asset forfeiture on communities of color in the state.

“South Carolina’s civil-asset forfeiture law sets a low legal standard and allows police to seize 

cars, cash, and other assets from people who are never charged with a crime,” said Ted Mauro, 

chair of the Advisory Committee. “The law gives police and prosecutors a financial incentive to 

seize assets and net millions of dollars annually. The Committee will look at whether the law 

disproportionately impacts communities of color in South Carolina.” 

 

The South Carolina Advisory Committee will issue findings and recommendations in a report to 

the Commission after all testimony has been received.
